CUTTING IN HALVES. 


Rumored Division of the Wabash and Con- 
solidation With Other Roads.

CHICAGO, March 11.—The latest railroad gos- 
sip is that the Wabash Railway system is to 
be cutin halves and one part consolidatea 
with the Union Pacific and the other part with 
the Missouri Pacific combination. According 
to the report the Union Pacific has already or 
will acquire the old St. Louis, Kansas City and 
Northern system, which crosses aline from St. 
Louis to Kansas City, another to Omana, a 
third to St. Joseph andafourth to Ottumwa, 
agzregating considerably over 1,000 miles. 
Under the laws of Missouri, the Wavash and 
the Missouri Pacific cannot be consolidated. 
The reason for thisis in the factthat the Mis. 
souri Pacific and trans-Mississippi portion of 
the Wabasb are parallel roads. The gossips 
say that Gould and his friends in the Union 
Pacitic have united to overcome the only ob- 
stacle in the way of a_ consolidation of 
the Wabash with the Missouri Pacific system. 
A high official of the Missouri Pacific, now 
visiting inthe city, says he has heard runiors, 
but does not take much stockin them,nor does 
he believe Mr. Gould desires to extend the 
Missouri Pacific organization east of the Mis- 
sissippi River. A Wabash officialof high rank 
discredits the rumor in the same way.

Itis believed that the cession of 
Tarapacais provided for, whilst Chili with- 
draws her former claim for the immediate 
payment or a warindemnity. Mr. Trescott is 
said to be the bearer of the protocol to Peru. 
When Mr. Trescott reaches Lima, according 
to the understood terms of the mission, be 
has accepted from Chili. He is to find some 
one whom the Peruvians will accept to repre- 
sent the Peruvian Republicinsuch a capacity 
as to warrant him in signing the protocot for 
the country,and whose signature, in such nd de 
resentative capacity, will be acceptable to Chili 
and be received by international law as bind- 
ing On behalf of the country for which 
the signature shall be given. He 
will have ninety days in which to so compose 
the Peruvian faction quarrels as to evolve 
such a representative. If the representative 
be found and the protocal be signed, then 
Chili is to at once evacuate Peruvian terri- 
tory. If he be not found at the expiration 
of the ninety days, then, the protocol is to 
be null and the Chilian occupation is to 
be continued. It is generally allowed, 
both in Chili and Peru, that since Mr. 
Trescott bas been in South America he has 
thoroughly acquainted himself with the real 
situation of affairs, and rendered himself com- 
petent to act with perfect fairness in his mis- 


sion, for doing which he has all 
along shown a strong natural dispo- 
sition. Whether he can induce the 


Peruvians to join in choosing a man to sign 
the protocol is a problem that, if he solves in 
the aftirmative, will immortalize him in these 
Republics as the best friend they have had in 
this generation. Peru is divided at present 
into so many military factions and has 80 
many chieftains claiming the ascendency, that 
the present outlook for peace and freedom 
from foreign military does not seem encour- 
aging.

‘*Even Turkey raises her head and refuses to 
sign a convention for the payment of the war 
expenses because she hopes war will soon 
break out between Russia and Germany and 
Austria. You desire to be useful to the Slavs, 
but, having irritated Germany, you have de- 
stroyed even that neutrality which alone was 
possible under the present circumstances. 
Germapby, asa neutral power in the Slav ques- 
tion, is notin the Eastern question, and was 
thinking of proposing to act as a mediator. 
She now firmiv refuses to aid the Slavs of the 
Peninsula. Thus, thanks to you, Russia feels 
herself derided, hooted at and completely 
isolated in Europe.’’

‘The January Pay Just Given to the Men 
—How the Poor Employes Man- 
age to Live—Interviews 
' With Storekeepers 
and Employes, 


There are very few people at all well posted 
in financial matters who do not know that the 
Wabash Railway isin serious straits for money 
atthe present time. The pay of the laborers 
is heavily in arrears, and the floating debt is 
continually increasing. Merchants and con- 
tractors are ebliged to wait for settlement, 
and the current belief on the street is that 
the road is getting in a very tight fix. 
The singular method on which the road has 
been doing business in the last sixty days has 
seriously impaired its *credit, and all the cir- 
cumstances taken together indicate that it is 
driftipg on alee shore, while its cash earn- 
ings, itis alleged, are being fruitiessly mar 
gined in the New York banks, which are car- 
rying the Wabash stock for the managers of the 
roadin an effort to delay the crash which 


every broker believes is coming sooner or later. 
The gross earnings of the Wabash for the past 
four months have been in the neighborhood of 
$4,800,000. From January 14, when it became 
known thatthe February dividend would not 
be paid, until February 23, the preferred stock 
fell from 71% to54%, a drop of 174s, meaning 
a loss on the whole volume of preferred stocs 
of more tnan $3,400,000. The faliin stock from 
90, the rate given just four months ago, and 

56, to-dav’s quotation, is 344, meaning 

A LOSS DURING THIS TIME OF OVER $6,800,000 
on the preferred stock. Noone knows with cer- 
tainty whatis being done by the manavers of 
the road, butitis alleged that the banking 
house of Morgan & Co., in New York, and 
other banks have been carrying the large 
block of the stock belonging to the syndicate 
owning the road, and itis oniv legitimate to 
suppose thatghe margins which must have 
been callec for during this tremendous drop of 
thirty -tour points must have been put up by 
somebody with $6 ,000, 000 to spare.

month, butthe road has quit doing so this 
winter and itis very hard onus. Weonly get 
$125 aday. We lose considerable time during 
the winter. When we are deluyed two weeks 
it comes on us like a tumbling wall.’’ 

‘‘When were the wagesfor November paid?’’ 

**On the 22nd of December. The money for 
December was handed to us onthe 2éth of 
January. Our January pay came along on 
the first of March. If it goes on this way 
we may get our mouey for February 
some time during the hot weather. 
That is all we can tell about it.’’ 

‘¢Have the men made any objections to the 
delay?’’ 

‘*What could they d?o They 
have growled among themselves, 
and are ready to take almost any step. They 
are thoroughly disgusted, but where can they 
get other wo: k?’’ 

‘*‘Have you hadany explanation as to the 
reason for delay in payment?’’ 

‘*None. lowed several little bills for gro- 
ceries, coal, rent, etc. When the time came 


‘thatloughtto pay them—about the lbdth of 


February—I had no money. I had the same 
bad luck in the last two months, but the wait 
ot two weeks stumped me altogether. When 
a man has alittle over $30 comingto him and 
gets that just two months after he began to 
earn it you can judge how he would getalong.’’ 

A washerin the yards said that he 1eceived 
$1 25 a day. Thedelay in payment had 
reduced him to the extent of almost begging 
Had itt} nut been that the wyrocer helped 
him out with credit during the early part of 
January and February, his children would 
have starved. Every cent of his pay was swal 
lowed up as soon ashe gotit, by debts whicn 
had been standing for a long time. If 
he did not meet them, he would not 
be able to get any credit the next time he was 
caught in the same way. Anengineer haa 
the same story totell. He had sickness in his 
family curing January, but had no money to 
get a doctor or buy medicines. He thought it 
very hard. The Wabash was not always that 
way. 

A crossing watchman, an o)d man with a 
family, said that ne was paid $25 per month. 
Hia rent was $6 a month, his grocery bill nearly 
$18, and he had to get clothes, doctor’s bills 
and everything else he needed as best he 
could. Wasthe’delay hard upon him? Well, 
he was sure it was. It reduced him to the edge 
of starvation. All the jstories rau in the same 
way. 

The East St. Louis mencomplained evenina 


‘worse strain, and denounced the monopolists 


who were enriching themseives and starving 
poor workingmen and their families. In ad- 
dition to the delay in pay the working force in 
the yards at North Market street has been cut 
down one-half since the first of the year. The 
trackmen were formerly placed five on asec 

tion. Since the first of January only three men 
are allowed on asection, which has thrown 
many hundred men out of employment.

Pompeii now in the great museum at Naples; 
relics from which the modern world has ob- 
tained most of its knowledge of the domestic 
life of the Romans at the height of their 
glory, when “fall roads led to Rome,’’ and 
from Rome went forth the legions and the 
laws which conquered and ruled a mighty 
empire. Many and rich as these relics are, 
they must be few and poor as compared with 
what yet remains in that grave of ashes. 
Not more than a tbird of the buried city has 
been laid bare, and it is believed, by 
persons competent to express an opinion, 
that the portion still untouched will prove 
vastly more fruitful in every respect than the 
excavations already completed. But if the 
work stopped where it is, and not another 
fold of the shroud which Vesuvius dropped 
upon Pompeii eighteen centuries ago were 
ever lifted, we have enough to show that in 
the department of decorative art the moderns 
are still far behind the ancients. Indeed, it 
seems that the best we can do is to copy what 
they have done, and to-day our choicest art 

istic productions in that line are imitations, 

more or less faithfui, of the antique origimls. 
Our jewelry, vases, frescoes, mosaics, sculp- 
ture, are simple reproductions; more or less 
varied—very seldom impreved—of the work- 
manship of an age which is sometimes re- 
garded as rbje.an7d diicultured. The greatest 
modern artist never dreams of surpassing 
the mhievements of that age. If he can 
catch alittle of their spirit, and do something 
faintly resembling them, he is content—and 
wel'may be. The Greeks—-who taught the 
‘Romans all they knew of art—practically ex- 
hausted it. In perception of the beautiful, 
and in ability to embody that perception in 
enduring forms, they left nothing for those 
who eume after. With them art was the fruit 
of inspiration; with others, the product of 
education, The inspiration theory is the 
only one which will account for the 
otherwise unaccountable fact of their 
immeasurable superiority. In everything 
which makes the world a more comfortable 
and convenient place to live in, we are vastly 
their superiors; but in those things which add 
grace and beauty to the world we are, and are 
likely to remain, as much theirinferiors. It 
js some consolation to knowthat the men 
who filled Greece with matchless temples and 
statues could notinvent a cooking-stove or 
sewing machine, and that the genius which 

evolved the Parthenon and Venus of Milo 

had not the faintest idea of a steam engine or 

clothes-wringer, electric telegraph or spring- 

mattress, Pullman car or patent rat-trap. If 

a common laborer in St. Louis had no more 

comforts and convenience than PERICLES 
and PxHiprmas in Athens he would rise in 

revolt; and if his wife were no better boarded 
and lodged than ASPASIA she would join him. 
Yet it was a gay and brilliant time and 

place when and where the old Pompeian 

fountain flung its sparkling water. Rome 

was then atthe pinnacle of her power, and 

the shores of the glorious bay over which 


Vesuvius waves its banner of smoke 
and flame were lined with the palaces 
of her nobility and the shrines of 
her gods. The wealth of plundered 


nations was expended there in luxury which, 
when we read of, we can scarcely believe. 
Millions were thrown away upon a single 
banquet; the revenues of a province were 
poured into fish ponds, or glavished upon 
singing and dancing women, or wasted in 
chariot races and gladiatorial shows; every 
desirabie thing that money could buy “of the 
world, the flesh and the devil,’’ was bought, 
regardless of cost or consequence, and never 
was ‘*Let us eat and drink,for to-morrow we 
die,’’ so vigorously and recklessly obeyed as 
on this fairest spot in fair Italy. What splen- 
did scenes of pomp and vanity and gilaed 
wickedness have Pompeii, Baie § and 
Pozznoli (Puteoli) witnessed? What stu- 
penduous exhibitions of human pride and 
folly were given here, when the givers had at 
theircommand the treasures of the C4&SARs. 
If the old fountain could tell all it has seen 
and heard, all that occurred on this small bit 
of land and sea in those wild and wonderful 
days when Roman gold and greatness 
centered here, what a story that would 
be! For the moral the traveler 
has only toloox roundhim. Pozznoli is a 
dirty village, Baie amass of rubbish with 
afew brokencolumns and an oyster-house 
at its base,and Pompeii an ash-heap dug 
open in one corner. The work of a poor and 
unknown Jewish prisoner who touched this 
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shore when its glories were in fullest bloom |

Referring 
to the famous garden, the London World says 
that its founder, M. MABILLE, was a fashion- 
able dancing master under the Empire and the 
Restoration and taught the ancestors of the 
Frenchmen of to-day. MABILLE pere bougat 
some land in the Allee des Veuves, then a de- 
serted and almost dangerous part of Paris. 
He opened a little summer hall, entrance fifty 
centimes, and twenty centimes for each dance. 
Old MABILLE had two sons, one a dancer at 
the Opera, the other, VICTOR, an ingenious 
poet and a man of enterprise. VICTOR Ma- 
BILLE conceived the Jardin Mabille that the 
present generation has known—Mabille with 
its brilliant gas-lights and its zinc and bronze 
trees. The opening of the enlarged and mar- 
velously embellished Mabille in 1844 was a 
Parisian event. VICTOR MABLLLE understood 
puffing and advertising. The press was in- 
vited to the opening night, and the grave 
Constitutionel gave Mabille the honor of a 
feuilleton. The court and the town visited 
the garden. In their young days the Ducs 
a@AUMALE and MONTPENSIER frequently 
took a turn incognito in this Walhalla of the

BULLS AND BEARS. 


Wheat Shipping Away—A Start- 
ling Report. 


Wheat in the South—Stocks of Grain— 
McGeoch Bulldozing. 


There ts reason to believe that this market 
will be as bare of wheat as the bears will be 
bare ot funds, if the present advancs keeps up 
andthe proportion of wheat to go out con- 
tinues so much ahead of the receipts as has 
been the case since March1. Points that have 
sent wheat to this market are now calling for 
it back, besides markets that have never de- 
pended upon St. Louis for any supplies now 
sending here for wheat. In the latter instance 


may be noted Milwaukee, wbere 40,000 bushels 
winter wheat was sent some time ago. After 
the close of the February deal a large amount 
of the wheat that had been. bDor- 
rowed at points in Indiana from 
millers and shippers was reshipped back 
to its original owners. Over 100,000 bushels, 
so it was claimed, was returned in this way. 
The latest of these shipments will be made this 
evening, asthe wheat is now loaded ready to 
be taken away to its destination. This is of 
6,500 bushels No. 2 red winter and apout 3,000 
bushels No. lspring to be sent to Fulton, 
Minn., on the Upper Mississippi, where it is to 
be used for milling. This shipment is made 
by Messrs. Orthwein Bros.,on orders from 
that point, and the wheat will be taken by the 
Diamond Jo line of barges. Fulton, Minn., 
naturally draws its supplies of wheat from 
Minnesota, whence, by the Dy, this No. l 
spring originally came.

A startling rumor was circulated on the floor 
to day, ana@ one that provoked anxious in- 
auiries from the shorts on wheat when they 
heard it. This was that every bushel of wheat 
in this market was to be shipped out ardused 
up by city millers, so thatin a very short time 
there would be no wheat to speak of left in the 
elevators. The receipts of wheat have been 
and are expected to be so small that it is 
claimed there will be no difficulty in keeping 
the elevators clear of stock. Then the longs 
are to come in and force prices up to 
& high point, or, in other words, 
‘-corner’’ the market and force the 
shorts to settle at the longs, own 
figures. Every month, from March to June, 
inclusive, is to be thus ‘‘cornered,’’ and the 
longs expect to make backin this manipula- 
tion of the market allthe money they have 
dropped inthe late downturn. The stock of 
No. 2 red wheat in this market to-day was only 
610,087 bushels. 

WHEAT IN THE SOUTH. 

Messrs. R. L. McCormick & Co. have the fol- 
lowing from their Louisville, Ky., correspond- 
enf: ‘‘In Kentucky there is a larger acreage of 
wheat sown than last year, and the crop prob- 
ably never was known to Jook finer than it 
now does. Thedanger which threatens it is 
from late frosts, muchof it having already 
| jointed. In Tennessee the same conditions, 
except that the increase in acreage is much 
more marked. From reports that come to us, 
should say it had increased 50 per cent over 
last year. In Georgia and Alabama there is 
G&18S0O an increased acreage, ——e very fine 
up to this tiig@ Some damage has been done 
in the river cbunties by the recent floods, but 
it is nOw too early to estimate to what extent.’’ 

STOCKS OF GRAIN. 

Elevator stocks of grain, as posted to-day, 
show a aecrease for the week of 262,568 bu in 
wheat, 226,286 bu in corn and 62,746 bu in Oats. 
Or No. 2 red winter wheat there was 610,087 bu 
reported ip store, or a falling off of 227,000 bu. 
Withdrawals for the week were 106,986 bu to 
city mills, 1,180,925 bu for rail and 21,739 bu for 
river shipment; 1,288,447 bu No, 2 mtxed corn 
in stock, a decrease of 215,443 bu, with 150,165 
bu corn withdrawn for city trade, 101,372 bu 
shipped oat by rail and 102,372 bu by river. 
Stock of No. 2 oats has fallen off 40,400 bu, 
with only 8,127 bu now instore. Withdrawals 
of cats for week were 44,494 bu for the city, 
80,408 bu shipped by rail and 12,290 bu by river. 


BULLDOZED BY M’GEOCH. 

The Chicago Board of Trade directors, sothe 
Times says, were completely bulldozed by Mc- 
Geoch at their meeting held to fixthe marginal 
value of April wheat. The evidence adduced 
showed conclusively that the actual value of 
April wheat was not over $117@117%, but Mc- 
Geoch made such a threatening speech, call- 
ing the parties who had asked forthe directors’ 
decision ‘‘cowardly whelps,’’ and so intimi- 
dated the directors thatthey would not put the 
price below $1 22, and their formal decision 
was couched in language almost apologetic to 
McGeoch for the liberty they were taking with 
his goods. e

week ending last night as 983,000 bushels. 


White-mixed corn is said to be the next 
boomer after oats. There is only astock of 
58,000 bushels in store here, hardly any arriv- 
ing, and what is here to beshortly cleared out. 


W.H. Trafton’s estimate on the visible sup- 
ply up to last night shows a decrease of 1 ;277,- 
000 bu in wheat, 1,538,000 bu in corn and 204,000 
buinoats irom the preceding Friday’s re- 
port.

THE DELEGATION IN CONGRESS. 


Members Return to St. Louis—What They 
Accomplished. 


The delegation appointed to place before 
Congress the proceedings of the Mississippi 
River Improvement Convention, heid in this 
city, returned yesterday from Washington. 
The delegates were: Gov. E. O. Stanard, 
chairman; Michael McEnnis, St. Louis; Dun- 
can F’. Kenner, New Orleans; Sturtevant and 
Phelps, Minnesota; Logan H. Root, Ar- 
kansas; W. C. Hailiday, Illinois, and 


Judge Simrali, of Vicksburg. Besides these 
gentiemen, Messrs. Geo. L. Wright, Secretary 
of the convention, Joon B. Hogan and Geo, 
H. Morgan, of the Merchants’ Exchange, also 
attended the meetings of the Congressional 
committee as speCiai representatives. Mr. 
McEnnis appeared on ‘Change this morning 
at 11 o’clock and was surrounded by :mer- 
chants and business men, anxious to learn 
what bad been accomplished. To a reporter 
of the Post- DISPATCH he said: 

‘*‘We found that the vast interests of St. 
Louis are not properly represented at the cap- 
ital. Mr. Frostis paired, Mr. Allen very sick, 
and Mr. Clardy, while willing and anxious to 
perform his whole duty, cannot properly at- 
tend to his Jarge country constituency and 
represent St. Louis at the same time. With 
this condition of affairs, our delegation was 
rather torced to accept the courtesies and kind 
attentions of outside Congressmen,.’’ 

‘*‘What did you accomplish?’’ 

‘*‘Well, we appeared before the Committees 
on Commerce and the Improvement of the 
Mississippi River, presented our memorial and 
the proceedings of the late convention, and 
were accorded a patient and respectful hear- 
ing. Last Saturday we were before the Sepate 
Committee on Commerce.’’ 

‘*What was asked of Congress?’’ 

‘‘We simply urged the passage of the ap- 
propriation bill asked for by the River Com- 
mission, and that Congress should furnish its 
officers sufficient means to carry Out its own 
designs.’’ 

‘*‘Whnat wasthe feeling in relation to the 
Mississippi River?’’ 

‘*‘] think that Congress is unusually well 
disposed toward us, and that we shall finally 
obtain allthe appropriations now requested, 
amounting to between $4,000,000 and $5,000,- 
0oo.’’ 


‘*‘Were the members much interested in the 
mission of the delegates?’’ 

‘*They appeared tobe, especially Mr. Dun- 
nell, of Minnesota, and Mr. Olardy, ot Mis- 
souri, to both of whom we are 
under obligations. We called upon the Presi- 
dent and the department officers and were ey- 
erywhere received with great consideration. 
The, prospects for some Congressional action 
in connection with the improvement of our 
rivers are excelient.’’ 

The remaining members of the delegation 
had nothing further to offer than that related 
by Mr. McEnnis.

As an illustration of that fact, the case of 

“Kid Miller, the Memphis gambler and 
. *Sunko” man, may be mentioned. 

He pays this city a visit every few months, 
with the finest bunko party in the world, and 
always with success; still his name has never 
yet graced the docket of our Criminal Court. 
Another extremely dangerous class of men 
are what is known as 

“BANK SNEAKS,’? 
These men are few and far between, how- 
ever, and will probably never increase. To 
be a euccessful bank-sneak, not as much 
real nerve is required as is presence so mind. 
They are generally thin and delicate men 


with a highly nervous disposition, 
and must be as* quick and 
agile as a cat in their movements. 


Their plan of operation is as follows: 
They will goto the teller’s window, and 
while engaged in conversation with that gen- 


tleman his every move is studied with care. 
Should he happen toturn his back for two 
seconds, for any reason, while the thief is 
ptill at the window, be will certainly be robbed 
should there be any money anywhere within 
arm’slergith. Immediately upon the teller’s 
back being turned, the sneak,recognizing this 
as bis chance, reaches his hand out with the 
rapidity of lightning, and, grasping whatever 
ls within his reach, has transferred it 
to his pocket in an inconceivably 
short espace of time. He must still retain his 
composure, and carry on his conversation 
with the teller as if nothing had happened, 
and be able to wearan undisturbed counte- 
nance atthe same time. ‘These combined 
Gualifications are those that not many men 
possexs,and hence the comparatively few that 
practice that calling. 
Safe-blowers, or 
“GOPHER MEN,?’’ 
are seldom, if ever, caught in the act of 
“doing a job,’’ but are afterwards often 
caught and convicted.

Fancy Shirts—Tony Night Robes—New 
Styles in Neckwear.

The demand for fancy shirts thus far has 
been unprecedented, and from the large 
stocks and extensive assortments it would 
appear that manufacturers predicted such 
results. The patterns in designs deviate but 
slightly from those in the past, with the ex- 
ception of a few a trifle more on the wsthetic 
orger. Navy blue grounds in various figures 
are selling surprisingiy well, and several of 
the largest houses have been entirely cleaned 
out of these goods.

At first it 
seemed as though every effort to revive the 
fob would be futile, but dealers are taking 
kindly to them this season, and in conse- 
quence the market contains a vast assortment 
in ali sizes and graces. 

Pongee handkerchiefs with fancy borders, 
linen with fancy centers as well as fancy bor- 
ders, are selling in preference to silk. In 
neckwear the usual preparations have been 
made, and manufacturers are displaving a 
thousand and one shupes, eacb and eyery one 
claimed to he the reigning style. Flat scarfs 
have received the same attention this season 
as during the past few years, and it would 
surely seem that this scarf of universal favor 
is destinedto go on for ever. Many verv 
pretty puff knots have been introduced by 
the leading houses, and are gelling well to the 
finertrade. Judging from the extensive ex- 
hivit of De Joinvilles and Windsors, a large 
demand is anticipated, but as vet the season 
for these goods bas not yet opened, In col- 
oring and designs those shown this season 
surpass even the magnificent assortment of 
last year. The dealer visiting the market
